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CUCAMONGA MAN 
ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 
IN CITY JALL 


Prompt action and team work 
iby the Upland police department 
prevented a suicide in the city jail 
Wednesday evening, when a 23 
year old prisoner attempted to 
hang himself in his cell. 

Alponso Decis Rodriquez was 
placed in the city jail at 4:50, af- 
ter being arrested at Cucamonsn 
by Cecil Meyer and Lew Miller, 
deputies from tthe office of the 
county sheriff. He was arrested 
at 42 Twenty-sixth street, Cuca- 
monga, following a disturbance. 

Fire Chief Howard Paulin was 
in charge of the station, at the 
time. While Officer Joseph Vieira 
was out for lunch, Paulin together 
with a group of other officers were 
standing near the front dowr of 
ithe Police department, when their 
attention was attracted by the 
frantic pounding on the qoor. of 
the city jail. 

Paulin and the men answered 
the call and discovered Roderiquez 
hanging from the center of a cell, 
with a belt serving as a hangman 
noose. Lieut. Ralph Palmer and 
Officer J. B. Browning rushed in, 
cut the man down, and immeadiate- 
ly started artificial respiration. 
Some ten minutes later the man 
showed signs of reviving and fol- 
lowing arrival of the rescue squad 
from the Ontario fire department, 
he had recovered sufficiently, that 
Dr. Oliver M. Sherrick »spproved 
his removal to ward “B’ in the 
San Bernardino County hospits!. 
Yesterday Roderiquez was remov- 
ed to Patton. 

Officers I. J, Linkey and W. A. 
Smith twere also present at the 
time of the attempted suicide. The 
officers had gathered at the po- 
lice station, waiting to go to the 
Auxiliary Police dinner at the 
Firemen’s cabin. A few minutes 
later Officer Vieira would have 
been alone at the station. 

Fire Chief Paulin stated that he 
will never forget the expression on 
Albert Creighton Walsh, the only 
other prisoner in the jail, who 
sounded the alarm for help. Mr. 





















Paulin said Walsh’s face was as 
white as a sheet of paper, and he 
was speechless. All he could du 
was “point,” the officer said. 
Lieutenant Palmer paid a high 
tribute to the splendid cooperation 
of those present and ‘also the On- 
tario fire department, in meking 
it possible to revive the man. He 
was just ag dead as a man could 
be ‘and still liye, the cfficer added.
